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Barking  Up  the  Wrong  Tree

UNDER  the  heading  ‘They’re  Barking 
Up  the  Wrong  Tree"  the  Financial 
Post  editorially  takes  to  task  critics  of 
federal  budgets  which  each  year  since  thp 
war  have  extracted  from  the  taxpayers 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  more  than 
was  needed  to  cover  expenditures  ap- 
proved by  Parliament.  The  Post  assumes 
that  those  who  protest  against  Mr.  Ab- 
bott's enormous  surpluses  are  opposed  to 
repayment  of  the  national  debt.  It  thus 
completely  misinterprets  the  fundamental 
basis  of  complaints  against  current  federal 
lAidcetary  policy. 

“Few  people  ask  what  really  happens 
to  a surplus. " the  Post  comments.  "The 
country's  debt  since  the  war  has  been 
reduced  by  over  $2,000,000,000  because 
there  has  been  a surplus  every  year. 
Canadians  pav  $30,000,000  a year  less 
Interest  cn  the  national  debt  than  we 
would  if  the  debt  had  not  been  reduced 
Paving  off  debt  is  a permanent  tax  p 
t ion-  not  for  this  year  or  next  but  fn^^* 
time  to  come." 

All  that  is  sound  logt*  and  unanswer, 
able;  but  then  the  Post  proceeds  to  destroy 
Its  case  by  stating:  “If  a government  Is  to 
adhere  to  any  sound  budgetary  ideas,  It  is 
obvious  that  the  present  prosperous  days 
a >**»  the  period  when  the  debt  should  be 
reduced.'1  The  incontestable  fact  is  that 


Mr.  Abbott’s  surpluses  do  not  represent 
sound  budgeting,  but  the  reverse;  and 
also  that  they  encourage  the  very  kind  of 
extravagance  and  wastefulness  which  the 
article  later  discusses  with  concern. 

What  is  constitutionally  and  morally 
wrong  about  the  government's  taxation 
practice  is  not  the  chief  use  to  which  the 
surpluses  are  j»ut,  but  the  fact  that  the 
government  is  usurping  the  authority  of 
parliament — a usurpation  which  in  other 
directions  hitherto  has  drawn  the  Post's 
severest  rebuke.  This  paper  has  always 
subscribed  to  the  view  that  governments 
at  all  levels  should  adopt  sound  policies 
of  debt  retirement  In  good  time*.  But  in 
the  case  of  the  national  debt  It  is  for 
Parliament  and  not  the  government  to 
decide  what  shall  be  done.  Even  though 
the* same  end  may  be  attained,  the  govern- 
ment's practice  of  creating  huge  surpluses 
instead  of  budgeting  for  debt  repayment 
filches  one  of  Parliament’s  constitutional 
rights,  indeed  its  supreme  right.  It  is  not 
gcod  enough  for  Mr.  Abbott  to  collect 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  moge  than 
Parliament  sanctioned  and  then  excuse 
himself  by  saving  that  It  was  spent  In  a 
good  cause.  Such  an  excuse  is  Indefen- 
sible by  anyone  who  believes  in  the  par- 
liamentary system.  It  Is  astonishing  to 
find  the  Financial  Post  condoning  It. 


A Policy  Would  Help 


IRRESPECTIVE  of  whether  or  not  the 
I funds  are  in  hand  to  go  the  whole  way, 
the  city  should  establish  a definite  policy 
this  year  for  Point  Ellice  Bridge.  Three 
year*  have  gone  by  since  the  issue  of  the 
structure’s  safeness  arose,  and  perhaps  30 
years  since  the  late  F.  M.  Preston,  then 
city  engineer,  reported  the  shifting  out 
of  alignment  of  one  of  its  main  members. 
The  present  condition,  that  of  use  of  the 
bridge  under  limited  load  and  limited 
speed  regulations,  can  only  be  a stopgap 
at  the  best.  Sooner  or  later  the  city  must 
decide  what  action  it  will  take  on  the 
maffer;  whether  it  will  close  the  bridge, 
renair  It  or  replace  it.  Until  some  tangible 
nplfcy  is  laid  down  and  adhered  to  there 
ran  be  no  remedy  for  the  existing  uncer- 
tain and  hazardous  condition. 

The  suggestion  advanced  this  week 
that  the  bridge  difficulty  is  a matter  for 
the  council  as  a whole,  rather  than  the 
deliberation  of  any  single  committee  ha* 
much  to  commend  It  The  responsibility 
for  continuing  use  of  the  bridge  in  its 
present  state  is  one  boiTie  wholly  by  the 
city,  Much  as  one  might  like  to  iee  it 


otherwise,  there  appears  small  ground  for 
the  belief  that  either  the  provincial  or 
federal  governments  will  take  any  step 
to  help  until  the  city  first  has  moved. 
But  the  city  cannot  move  without  a 
policy,  and  until  the  policy  itself  is  laid 
down  nothing  whatever  is  likely  to  be 
done.  That  the  corporation  has  been 
ronteht  to  rest  in  this  drifting  position 
for  several  years  does  not  safeguard  the 
future. 

There  are  some  things  in  civic  opera- 
tions which  might  possibly  be  shelved,  hut 
Point  Ellice  Bridge  repair  or  replacement 
is  not  one  of  them.  While  this  ever  present 
threat  of  a weakened  structure  hangs 
over  the  community  the  years  roll  by. 
Time  does  not  add  to  the  security  of  the 
situation,  but  only  takes  from  It.  So  a 
fresh  look  at  the  situation  i*  urgently 
needed.  Even  with  the  most  limited 
repairs  bridge  action  will  cast  money,  and 
It.  may  be  that  the  final  remedy  will  have 
to  lie  spread  over  a cons'derable  period. 
To  allow'  another  year  to  slip  by  without 
action,  however,  is  hardly  supportable- In 
view  of  the  known  facts. 


Shifting  the  Balance 


WORD  that  Great  Britain's  only  battle- 
ship in  commission,  the  Vanguard. 
Is  likely  to  be  stripped  of  her  big  guns  and 
turned  Into  a floating  command  centre,  la 
a commentary  on  the  shifting  emphasis 
of  naval  warfare  It  is  also  an  indication 
that  unless  the  clock  were  to  he  put  back 
this  country  will  never  build  a battleship. 
Canada  does  not  build  her  own  larger 
warship*  even  now,  although  they  are 
built  to  her  specifications,  but  the  growth 
of  its  naval  architectural  branch  undoubt- 
edly heralds  a day  in  the  future  when 
she  will. 

When  that  day  comes,  barring  yome 
other  and  unexpected  change  in  balance,  it 
will  he  an  aircraft  carrier  that  rises  from 
the  keel  blocks.  This  ship  is  now-  the 
dreadnought  of  the  seas,  the  core  of  a 


fleet  s hitting  power.  A battleship  Is  of 
course  simply  a waterborne  platform  for 
big  guns,  just  as  that  other  and  smaller 
instrument,  the  tank,  is  a mobile  land 
platform  for  a similar  weapon.  It  is  an- 
other platform,  however,  a launching 
platform,  that  has  come  to  the  fore. 

The  aircraft  carrier  does  not  need  big 
guns.  It  sends  Its  missiles  forth  with 
greater  weight  and  ever  wider  range,  via 
its  airplanes.  Yet  the  passing  of  the 
dreadnought,  once  the  pride  of  the  seas 
and  the  centre  of  naval  gravity,  is  not 
without  regret.  For  one  thing  it  sym- 
bolized an  era  wherein  wars  wrere  fought 
at  a distance;  now  they  come  uncomfort- 
ably close  to  home.  Which  is  one  reason 
why  it  would  be  nice  to  have  an  aircraft 
carrier  in  the  RCN’s  present  west  coast 
fleet.

Sir,  Ftrat  of  all  hefore  commenting  on  this 
problem  may  I suggest  that  congratulations 
are  very  timely,  lo  the  Social  Credit  govern- 
ment and  particularly  to  premier  W,  A C. 
Bennett  for  taking  the  bull  by  the  horn*  In  an 
effort  to  aolve  this  big  problem,  which  ha*  been 
stagnant  for  some  25  yearn  or  more  The  thank* 
of  the  general  public  are  also  due  lo  Hon.  H.  H., 
Steven*.  Mr.  George  Home  and  Dean  Swanxnn. 
who  acted  on  behalf  of  the  government  a*  a 
commission  to  Investigate  this  very  contentlou* 
and  hard  problem,  and  for  the  very  elaborate 
report  presented  by  this  comm  I*  don  to  the 
government 

I have  read  the  entire  report,  and  while  I am 
going  to  make  some  comments  on  it.  as  I 
personally  vision  It.  such  comments  are  not  by 
way  of  criticism  of  the  commission,  as  I am 
well  aware  no  report  presented  by  any  commis- 
sion can  ever  be  perfect  or  entirely  In  accord 
with  public  opinion.  I make  these  comments 
so  that  the  mat  tars  I refer  to  will  have  due 
consideration  by  the  government  before  any 
special  legislation  U enacted  on  the  problem. 

The  flr*t  Urm  that  X am  interested  in  Is  the 
educational  program  idea  and  the  part  It  play* 
In  regard  to  the  exten*™n  of  existing  provincial 
program  of  alcohol  education  to  all  grade* 
Now  on  reading  over  highlights  of  the  report 
I not*  minors,  under  21  t*  h»  allowed  Into 
drinking  places  If  with  parents  or  guardian.” 


but  not  to  be  served  with  drink;  r suggest  this 
ta  Inconsistent  with  any  alcoholic  educational 
program,  and  to  my  mind  Is  a dangerous,  harm- 
ful step  In  the  wrong  direction.  It  Is  the  start- 
ing point  and  It  Is  far  from  educational, 
especially  when  it  t*  common  knowledge  many 
men  and  women  today  spend  hours  In  our  beer 
parlors  to  the  neglect  of  their  homes  and 
families.  Again  the  envdronmeni  and  language 
at  times  Is  not  "an  education  for  minors.”  It  Is 
worth  considering  by  our  government. 

Might  I suggest  further  that  I am  referring 
to  public  house*  and  beer  parlors.  With 
restaurants  and  cafe*  this  prohlcm  would  not 
be  as  open  and  more  privacy  would  be  available 
with  families  at  their  own  tables.  I suggest 
further  that  both  men  and  women  be  permitted 
to  drink  in  same  place  In  public  houses  and 
beer  parlors.  The  ef/ect  snri  of  tones  the 
atmosphere  and  soft  pedals  any  bad  language 
or  general  nuisances.  In  such  ca*e  women 
patrons  to  be  protected  If  alone  at  a table,  from 
any  molesting  or  nuisance. 

Another  mattrr  I auggest  Is  that  no  Indi- 
vidual be  permitted  to  have  more  than  two 
bottles  or  glasses  for  consumption  at  same 
time.  Today  It  la  common  place  to  see  some 
with  a half  down  glasses  or  bottles  In  front  of 
them,  and  the  same  for  three  or  four  other* 
at  the  same  table. 

I suggest  no  license*  should  be  issued  to  any 
premises  within  one  block  of  any  church. 
Special  consideration  should  be  given  lo  the 
handling  of  person*  intoxicated  They  should 
be  prevented  from  obtaining  excessive  drinks 
firstly,  and  should  not  be  manhandled  In  such 
cases  by  employee*  or  proprietor*  a.*  Is  often 
done.  Many  auch  person*  going  from  one  beer 
parlor  to  another  to  **4»«aln  more  drinks,  be 
come  Intoxicated.

Island  Roads  ZirAU  'KJtvu^

ONE  of  the  major  problems  con- 
fronting the  elected  legislators 
of  British  Columbia  after  the  prov- 
ince became  a partner  In  the  Cana 
dlan  confederation  had  to  do  with 
ways  and  means  to  provide  road*  in 
order  to  even  partially  satisfy  the 
•crying  needs”  of  settlers  located  In 
widely  acattered  areas,  like,  for  in- 
stance along  the  Island  littoral  be 
tween  Victoria  and  Nanaimo.  Natur- 
ally, the  isolated  groups  were  agitat- 
ing for  road  construction  between 
settlements;  so  the  “boy*  in  the  bird- 
cages,” as  they  were  .sometime* 
waggishly  referred  to  hy  their  con- 
stituents. had  to  do  some  constructive 
thinking. 

Just  who  It  waa  sparked  the  bright 
idea  Is  not  qulie  clear;  but  appar- 
ently all  handa  felt  that  If  some  pri- 
vate Individual  rould  be  persuaded 
to  build  a railway  to  link  up  the 
aettled  areas  south  of  Nanaimo  and 
towards  the  capital  It  would  make 
the  problems  of  both  ordinary  mem- 
ber and  cabinet  ranker,  concerning 
sqjne  roads  anyway,  matters  or 
simple  disposal  in  the  nigged  aes- 
alonal  gatherings  said  to  feature  the 
deliberations  of  B.C.'s  first  legisla- 
tures. Of  course,  such  an  ambitious 
suggestion  might  never  have  had  to 
be  considered  or  followed  up  had 
Ottawa  kept  Its  promise  as  the  price 
of  the  entry  of  B.C.  Into  confedera- 
tion. which  was  to  build  the  first 
transcontinental  to  the  harbor  of 
Esquimau  on  Vancouver  Island. 


Making  the  terminus  at  E*qutmalt 
was  not  a happy  choice  In  the  first 
place,  made  with  but  little  knowledge 
of  the  British  Columbia  topography 
apparently;  but  the  route  of  the  road 
had  at  length  been  determined  and 
was  In  various  stages  of  completion 
when  It  became  necessary  for  B C. 
legislators  to  do  something  for  the 
Island.  Men  with  the  wherewithal 
and  the  will  to  build  railroad*  were 
not  plentiful;  hut  the  legislature  was 
in  the  mood  to  provide  something  in 
ihe  way  of  rash  and  kind  as  an  In- 
ducement: so  it  pleaded.  I remember 
hearing  James  Dunsmulr  staling,  in 
the  company’s  offices  in  the  Hamley 
Building,  that  his  father  was  not  at 
all  eager  to  have  anything  to  do  With 
the  proposition  when  approached, 
and  finally  offered  some  2.0fW.nnn 
■ere*  of  land,  cash  subsidies  of  S7V1.. 
ono.  supplemented  by  another  ca*h 
donation  by  the  federal  government. 


All  this  Is  now  "water  under  the 
bridge.’  Mr.  Dunsmulr.  aided  hy 
California  associate*,  had  |he  E.  A N. 
Railway  constructed  and  In  opera- 
tion the  »ame  year  a*  the  Canadian 
Pacific  reached  Moody vllle  at  the  top 
of  Rurrard  Inlet.  And  thereby  hang* 
a tale;  but  whether  it  was  a good 
deal  for  the  province  of  B-C.  or  not 
(1  have  heard  it  argued  both  way* 
over  the  years t,  your  opinion  will 
probably  be  shaped  hy  the  amount, 
or  lark,  of  benefits  the  deal  brought 
lo  you  and  yOurt  personally.  The 
evldenr-e  Is  unescapable.  Since  Rob- 
ert Dunsmulr  accepted  the  grant  of 
land  as  part  payment  for  the  build- 
ing of  80  miles  of  railroad,  nearly 
70  year*  ago.  It  apeaks  volumes  for 
the  adminlatration  that  there  have 
been  no  opportunities  of  developing 
the  greater  part  of  Vancouver  Island. 

You  will  not  find  many  miles  of 
roadways  that  have  been  constructed 
west  and  north  of  a line  drawn  from 
Shertngham  Point  to  Crown  Moun 
tain  or  easterly  to  aalt  water  from 
the  latter's  summit,  with  two  possible 
exceptions  -the  area  of  the  Island 
south  of  the  southern  boundary'  of 
the  land  grant  from  Sherlngham 
Point  to  Saanich  Inlet;  and  the  bit 
of  roadway  built  In  the  late  thirties 
from  Campbell  River  to  -.almon 
River  settlement  via  Relaey  Rav. 


Reports  from  Ottawa 


VENTS  of  the  last  few  weeka 
U aeem  to  be  trying  to  spell  out 
"spring  election.” 

One  of  the  most  , 
significant  was 
Finance  Minister 
Abbott'*  d 1 s c I o- 
sure  that  he  is 
planning  an  early 
budget  this  year 
in  early  March 
Instead  of  April. 

Veteran  politi- 
cians believe  he 
ha*  two  choices: 
he  can  produce  a 

sunshine  budget,  k 

with  tax  cuts  to  sweeten  the  voters, 
or  a no-change  budget.  Nobody  fore- 
see* a black  budget  of  tax  increases 
In  this  election  year. 

If  it's  to  be  a no-change  budget, 
why  ia  it  to  brought  down  early? 
The  June  2 Coronation  notwithstand- 
ing. old  Parliament  Hill  hands  see  no 
aerise  In  that. 

However.  If  it's  to  be  a sunshine 
budget,  it*  earlinea*  could  make  im- 
portant *en»e.  It  could  be  followed 
by  a week's  debate  in  Parliament,  the 
voting  of  enough  money  to  keep  the 
government  going,  and  dissolution  of 
Parliament  In  time  for  an  election 
60  days  later,  perhaps  on  May  11 
or  18.  • 

If  there  is  to  be  a spring  vole,  it 
will  he  a*  much  because  of  the  Currie 
report  as  in  spite  of  It. 

Abbott  first  announced  his  early 
budget  Intentions  on  Dec  21.  after 
It  had  become  obvious  that  for  the 
Liberals  the  Currie  report  was  a 
stlrtker. 

The  government  gauged  the  Pro- 
gressive Conservatives  to  be  unpre- 
pared for  an  election.  If  It  waited 
until  fall  It  would  give  them  time  to 
get  ready.  They’d  have  all  summer 


to  make  hay  in  the  hustings  with  the 
Currie  report  and  whatever  else  they 
may  unearth  to  use  In  destroying 
public  confidence  In  the  Grits. 

It’s  obvious  the  Tories  want  all  the 
time  they  can  get.  Their  national 
organization  ia  in  poor  shape  for  an 
early  election.  They  want  tq  probe 
military  matter*  to  their  heart's  con- 
tent In  the  Commons'  committee  on 
defence  expenditures.  They  want  to 
dissipate  thoroughly  the  Claxton 
myth  of  the  rightness  of  things  in 
the  best  of  all  defen.se  departments. 
So  George  Drew  has  carefully  re- 
frained from  challenging  the  govern- 
ment to  an  election  now. 

It  would  appear  to  be  good  govern- 
ment strategy  to  pull  the  npi>oflltlon 
up  short  with  a spring  election,  and 
a good  many  Liberal  bark  benchers 
are  In  favor  of  doing  Just  thst. 

* * * 

Even  more  important,  however,  is 
the  fact  that  the  sunniest  budget 
Abbott  can  produce  will  leave  taxes 
still  high.  The  political  good  will  it 
would  engender  would  be  largely  dis- 
sipated If  the  government  waited 
until  fall. 

What  Abbott  might  do  is  raise  In- 
come tax  exemptions  sufficiently  to 
free  a large  number  of  voters  from 
liability  to  pay  income  tax.  He  could 
also  reduce  rates.  He  could  make  the 
lower  at-source  deductions  effective 
Immediately.  He  could  even  make 
the  lower  rates  effective  from  Jan.  1, 
and  have  refund  cheques  mailed  to 
all  taxpayers  before  the  election. 
And  he  could  make  other  gestures 
to  the  taxpayer  such  as  tax-exempt- 
ing medical  expenses  In  excess  of 
3 per  cent  of  Income,  instead  of  the 
present  4 per  cent. 

If  this  is  the  kind  of  hudget  Abbott 
produces,  old  pals  say  get  ready  for 
an  Immediate  election. 


The  Oldest  Traffic  Rule

MUCH  effort  goes  into  the  analy 
sis  of  the  causes  of  traffic 
accidents,  and  the  chief  one/,  a* 
••atlstlc*  reveal  them,  are  listed  from 
time  to  time.  The  National  Safety 
Council  of  ihe  United  States  came 
out  with  • new  list  the  other  day. 
but  It*  moat  meaningful  ohaervation* 
appeared  at  the  end  of  the  report. 
They  had  to  do  with  a time-honored 
virtue  called  courtesy. 

This  is  not  the  sort  of  thing  with 
which  statistical  inquiries  usually 
deal.  It  Is  a Utile  too  elusive  for  that, 
as  are  many  of  the  best  things  in  this 
world.  But  the  council  wisely  ob- 
serve* that  ”lf  on*-  ia  courteous,  he 
al*o  automatically  will  obey  almost 
every  law  In  the  books  ’’ 

It  lists  as  the  five  chief  cause*  In 
the  State*:  Speeding.  28  per  rent; 
driving  while  under  the  influence  of 


alcohol,  16;  failure  lo  keep  on  Ihe 
proper  side  of  the  white  line,  11;  fail- 
ure to  yield  rtghl  of  way  lo  pedes- 
trian or  vehicle.  8.  disregarding  stop 
•Ignals  and  *igns.  7 per  cent. 

Lack  of  courtesy,  the  council  saya. 
Is  really  a part  of  most  such  causes. 
Indeed  It  ia.  and  a very  great  pari! 
Yet.  what  traffic  regulation  mentions 
courtesy? 

Perhaps  a good  bit  of  the  truth  Is 
that  traffic  regulations  fail  lo  men 
tlon  It  because  an  many  of  them  are 
only  made  necessary  by  the  lack  of 
It.  Couffeay  is  one  of  those  highly 
personal  and  Individual  responsibili- 
ties. In  motoring,  a*  In  mod  fields 
of  human  action.  when  many  fall  to 
meet  such  a responsibility  of  their 
nwn  free  will,  the  larger  public  In- 
lere*t  ha*  to  be  supported  by  the 
steely  web  of  regulation.

/^•AR  owners  cheered  when  they 
^ read  recently  that  the  govern- 
ment wa*  considering  reducing  car 
license  fees  hy  10  per  cent.  Hut  what 
are  they  *o  happy  about* 

The  average  motorist  probably  in- 
terprets this  news  as  meaning  he'll 
get  next  year's  license  for  *22.50  in- 
stead of  *25.  That  gives  him  «n  extra 
$2  50  in  his  pocket. 

He  doesn't  realize  that,  if  he'a  a

easily  melt  away  In  municipal  prop- 
erty taxes. 

It  works  this  way:  Motor  license 
fees  go  Into  a fund,  part  of  which 
i*  distributed  among  B.C.’s  Municipal 
government*-  The  lower  the  license 
ices,  therefore.  the  lea*  there  is  to 
spread  around  among  Ihe  munlck 
pa  titles. 

License  fee*  now  bring  in  about 
*7  500.000  a year  One-third  of  the 
net  revenue  goes  to  the  municipali- 
ties. The  City  of  Victoria,  on  a 
population  basis,  draw*  about  5 per 
cent  of  the  pot. 

Victoria’s  current  share  Is  *127.000, 
equal  to  2‘o  mills. 

A 10  per-cent  cut  In  license  -fee* 
would  reduce  tola  I revenue  to  $6,750,* 
ono.  After  expenses,  this  would  leave 
about  *2.000,000  for  ihe  municipali- 
ties Victoria  would  get  only  *100.000. 

The  city  would  have  to  find  an- 
other *27.000  to  cover  Its  loss  In  car* 
license  revenue,  It  cnbTd  do  that  by 
raising  the  mill  rate  hy  half  a mill. 

This  wouldn't  matter  too  much  If 
all  car  owners  were  also  home  own- 
er*. Then  they  would  simply  be  giv- 
ing less  money  to  the  province,  more 
to  the  city. 

Rut  It  doesn't  quite  work  out  that 
way.  Many  people  who  are  buying 
houses  can’t  afford  cars.  These 
would  actually  he  subsidizing  the  car 
driver*'  lower  license  fee*.

In  spite  of  the  public’s  generally 
enthusiastic  response  to  the  Stevens 
commission’*  blueprint  for  sane 
drinking.  Ihe  government  may  decide 
to  kill  some  of  the  commission's 
recommendations  and  Insert  some 
Ideas  of  its  own. 

A current  rumor  Is  that  the  gov- 
ernment will  make  the  new  liquor 
act  a*  vague  and  general  a*  possible, 
leaving  most  of  the  details  to  be  Itn 
plemented  by  regulation.

Around 
our  ma)or  cltle*.  where  bands  of  ex- 
pert bird  cen«u«  takers  could  make 
a reliable  count,  a*  many  a*  50  to  70 
specie*  of  wild  birds  were  found 
cheerfully  residing  with  ua.  How  do 
rhe*e  bird*  fare  on  a night  of  savage 
sleet  and  frigid  rain*'  Well,  the  ex- 
pert*  *ay  that  many  prrl«h.  But  na- 
- lure  la  not  *n  savage  as  might  appear. 
A bird  * temperature  goes  as  high  as 
112  degrees  It  ha*  the  moat  fantastic 
insulation  *y*tem  In  Its  feathers,  bv 
which  that  high  temperature  la  con- 
served. even  In  the  most  Intense  cold. 
Children  In  the  adjoining  yard,  to 
mine  yesterday  were  flooding  a back- 
yard rink  They  had  two  hoses  go- 
ing. and  It  being  extremely  cold,  tr# 
was  forming  almost  a*  fast  a*  the 
spray  from  the  hoses  fell. 

And  to  the  astonishment  and  mild 
horror  of  us  all.  a company  of  house 
sparrows,  starlings  and  pigeons 
gathered  to  dive  down  Into  the  spray, 
slither  around  on  the  new  and  glassy 
ire.  shake  their  feather*  enthusias-

Sometimes  the  stone  will  bymp  against  the  left  foot  If  you 
are  off-balance,  and  the  left  leg  Is  thrown  forward  too  soon 
as  a result  of  it. 

However,  If  you  lend  lo  set  the  stone  down  on  the 
ice  with  the  idea  of  riding  on  it.  you'll  have  lots  of  leg- 
humping  trouble.  Swing  your  stone  ion  the  forward  swing » 
well  out  ahead  of  you.  and  you  will  seldom  have  foot  trouble. 

When  you  swing  your  left  leg  forward  with  the  stone, 
the  shoe  will  be  flat  on  the  Ice,  hut  as  you  reach  forward 
with  your  right  arm  and  lower  your  body  closer  to  the  Ice, 
your  left  knee  will  bend  sideways  to  the  left.  This  will 
raise  your  left  heel  off  the  ice  and  you  complete  your  slide 
riding  on  the  ball  of  your  left  foot. 

Now.  back  to  the  hack  again  to  take  a look  at  the 
right  foot.  Renjember  the  toe  of  the  right  foot  In  the  hack 
should  be  pointing  straight-up  the  ice  or  at  worst,  very 
slightly  to  the  qght.  Be  sure  you  are  solid  in  the  hack. 
The  only  thing  left  to  remember  about  the  right  foot  from 
here  on  Is  to  he  conscious  after  you  push  off  from  the 
hack  that  the  right  leg  and  foot  are  stretched  out  straight 
back  behind  you.  Only  hy  being  conscious  of  this  will  you 
be  right  on  the  broom  with  your  body  as  well  as  your  mind 
Next  . . .
